Library  Releases 
Biennial  Report 

by  Jay  Heise 

According  to  library  records  for 
the  period  July,  1960-January,  1961, 
there  has  been  an  extensive  use  of 
the  library,  and  an  enormous  circu- 
lation of  books  and  reading  materials 
among  Loyola’s  students. 

10,949  Circulation 

During  that  six  month  period,  out 
of  the  50,000  books  available,  there 
were  a total  of  10,949  books  and 
reading  materials  in  circulation.  Of 
that  total,  5,475  books  were  bor- 
rowed by  students  of  the  day  college. 
The  others  were  -loaned  to  stu- 
dents of  the  evening  college,  grad- 
uate students,  faculty,  staff  mem- 
bers, and  others. 

Other  statistics  show  that  9,223 
of  the  books  and  reading  materials 
borrowed  were  general  books,  while 
1,726  were  reserve  books.  There 
were  also  1,878  reserve  books  used 
in  the  library,  but  this  figure  was 
not  included  in  the  total  circulation. 

32,052  Attendance 

According  to  the  librarian,  Miss 
Vinci,  who  counts  the  number  of 
students  in  the  library  each  hour, 
there  were  a total  of  32,052  people 
present  during  the  six  month  period. 
The  greatest  number  were  present 
between  the  hours  of  ten  and  three. 

March  Total 

A total  of  2,432  books  were  taken 
out  in  March  by  day  college  students, 
and  there  were  a total  of  7,696  peo- 
ple in  the  library  that  month. 


Ribbons  and  Trophies 
Awards  will  consist  of  ribbons 
for  the  first,  second,  and  third 
place  winners  in  each  event.  More- 
over, there  will  be  trophies  for  the 
individual  amassing  the  greatest 
number  of  points,  as  well  as  for 
the  winning  class.  The  trophy  for 
the  winning  class  will  go  on  perma- 
nent display.  Both  of  these  trophies 
were  donated  by  the  Slater  Food 
Service. 

Stick  Around 

The  Loyola  Day  Committee  re- 
quests that  those  students  partici- 
pating in  the  various  events  do  not 
leave  after  their  event  is  finished, 
but  rather  remain  to  watch  the  other 
events  and  cheer  their  friends  on. 
The  committee  also  requests  that 
all  students  participating  in  the 
events  dress  in  the  locker  rooms.

Pace  *Two 
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Editorial 

Michael  Abromaitis 

The  proposed  "New  Look,"  which  was  formally  offered  to  the 
students  of  Loyola  College  during  the  two  weeks  of  election  cam- 
paigning, soon  became  a "No  Look."  Last  Tuesday  evening,  the 
administration  officially  disqualified  the  "Look's"  originator  and 
chief  exponent,  Michael  Abromaitis.  The  reason  for  such  action 
was  officially  promulgated  on  the  Dean  of  Men’s  bulletin  boards: 
in  effect,  evidence  that  the  student  in  question  was  affiliated  with 
a social  fraternity. 

For  the  benefit  of  those,  if  any,  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  of- 
ficial policy  of  the  Administration  on  social  fraternities,  allow  us 
to  quote  from  the  1960-61  Student  Handbook:  "The  attention  of 
every  student  is  called  to  the  following  policy  statement  of  Lo- 
yola College:  a.  'Loyola  College  strongly  disapproves  of,  and  will 
not  tolerate,  formally  organized  but  unrecognized  associations  of 
its  students.’  b.  'The  Administration  reserves  the  right  to  dismiss 
at  any  time,  and  without  making  public  the  reason,  any  student  who 
conducts  himself  contrary  to  the  standards  of  the  College.’  There- 
fore, if  the  evidence,  which  the  college  authorities  obtained,  sub- 
stantiates in  any  way  violation  of  the  fraternity  policy,  we  must 
recognize  their  decision  as  proper  and  even  lenient.  Let’s  look 
at  the  situation  from  another  point  of  view. 

We  asked  Michael  Abromaitis  if  he  was  a member  of  the  fraternity, 
which  we  all  know  to  be  ZHO;  he  replied  negatively.  Another  stu- 
dent, known  to  us  as  a former  member,  said  that  there  is  presently 
no  direct  association  of  the  fraternity  with  Loyola  College  students; 
especially  that  no  students  became  members  this  year.  The  above 
statements  are  denied  by  many,  believed  by  others,  and  ignored  by 
few.  In  any  case,  to  our  knowledge  no  one  has  openly  challenged 
the  decision  of  the  Administration;  and  we  doubt  that  such  a chal- 
lenge could  show  any  disparity  of  facts. 

In  conclusion,  to  those  who  feel  that  the  disqualification  an- 
nouncement was  made  late  in  the  campaign  in  order  to  make  an 
example  of  the  student  involved,  we  have  been  informed  that  it 
was  enacted  when  the  evidence  was  made  sufficient.

Six  seniors  will  vie  for  the  Ayd 
Gold  Medal  in  Philosophy  at  the 
third  annual  competition  scheduled 
for  Monday,  May  8. 

Set  for  9:00  a.m.  in  Cohn  Hall, 
attendance  at  the  contest  is  manda- 
tory for  the  juniors  and  seniors, 
and  all  freshmen  and  sophomores 
who  are  free  at  that  time  are  in- 
vited. 

Six  Contestants 

The  students  entered  in  the  con- 
test are:  JohnConnor,  Tony  Hughes, 
John  Jordan,  Steve  Pretl,  Lindsley 
Schutz  and  Walt  Truszkowski.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Philosophy  Department 
who  will  be  asking  the  questions  are: 
Fr.  Scott,  Fr.  d’Invilliers,  Fr.  Hig- 
gins, Fr.  Scanlan,  and  Mr.  McDer- 
mott. 

The  contest  consists  in  questions 
by  the  faculty  panel  on  a list  of  fif- 
teen theses  from  the  fields  of  Meta- 
physics, Ethics  and  Psychology.  The 
competition  is  billed  as  “The  Ans- 
wer of  Scholastic  Philosophy  to  the 
Philosophy  of  Communism.” 

Elective  and  Selective 

Students  were  chosen  for  the  com- 
petition on  an  elective  and  selec- 
tive basis.  About  fifteen  students 
submitted  their  names  for  the  con- 
test; the  top  six  students,  accord- 
ing to  their  Philosophy  grades,  were 
then  picked  to  compete. 

The  past  two  winners  were  Jim 
Slifker  in  '59,  now  at  Notre  Dame, 
and  Mike  Plott  in  '60,  now  engaged 


in  graduate  work  at  Georgetown. 

Monday's  Ayd  Philosophy  Com- 
petition is  unique  among  the  various 
campus  examinations  in  that  it  offers 
a stern  challenge  along  with  a com- 
mensorate  reward:  it  tests  the  six 
seniors'  powers  not  only  of  reten- 
tion and  recall,  but  also  of  wisdom — 
as  opposed  to  mere  knowledge  of 
facts.  All  contestants  are  exempted 
from  the  final  exams  in  Ethics  and 
Psychology  and  receive  an  "A”  for 
this  semester. 

.Army  Man 

John  Connor  brings  to  the  Com- 
petition a good  background  in  Meta- 
physics under  Fr.  Scott,  as  well  as 
high  marks  in  Ethics  and  Psychol- 
ogy. Top  man  academically,  Tony 
Hughes  looms  as  the  man  to  beat 
for  the  medal.  He  has  already  copped 
five  over  the  past  four  years. 

Math  majors  John  Jordan  and 
Steve  Pretl  both  have  demonstrated 
a keen  insight  into  the  subtleties  of 
philosophical  thought  and  a fine 
grasp  of  the  fundamentals.  John 
should  be  fully  prepared  for  the  con- 
test, while  Steve  will  most  likely  be 
in  contention  up  to  the  very  end. 

Yearbook  Men 

Lindsley  Schutz  appears  to  be  the 
“dark  horse”  of  the  competition.  He 
has  exhibited  a ready  facility  for 
discussions  along  a philosophical 
bent.  Walt  Truszkowski  has  con- 
stantly shown  an  ability  to  reason 
the  competition,  which  shapes  up  as 
an  unpredictable  six-way  battle.
